Chaldeans Mensah, a po¬ 


litical sci¬ 
ence profes¬ 
sor at Grant 
MacEwan 
College, 
says Alber¬ 
ta’s only 
NDP MP is 
facing pres¬ 
sures from 
her own party to support a 
coalition while voters in 
her own riding are strong¬ 
ly against the idea. 

“In the eventuality of a 


new federal election, she 
will be in a very difficult 
situation to keep her 
seat,” said Mensah. 

“The Tory party and its 
members are really riled 
up and they will pull out 
all the stops to take away 
that seat.” 

Duncan said in an inter¬ 
view with Metro last week 
that she doesn’t expect to 
see any outrage from Ed¬ 
monton voters because a 
majority of voters across 


Canada never supported a 
conservative party during 
the last election. 

“When the opposition 
decides to ban together ... 
that’s the voice of the pub¬ 
lic,” said Duncan. 

A recent Ipsos Reid poll 
says 83 per cent of Alber¬ 
tans are opposed to a 
coalition government and 
81 per cent of Albertans 
say they’re outraged with 
the coalition’s attempt to 
take over power from

Liberals to appoint Ignatieff? 

Grits appear set to appoint new leader at Wednesday's caucus meeting 


Michael Ignatieff could be 
crowned Liberal leader in a 
matter of days. 

The Etobicolce-Lalceshore 
MP is expected to emerge 
the victor from a stripped- 
down leadership contest de¬ 
signed to get a new leader 
in place by the end of Janu¬ 
ary for Parliament’s return. 

It now appears current 
leader Stephane Dion will 
step aside and Ignatieff will 
be appointed “interim” 
leader of the Liberal party at 
Wednesday’s caucus meet¬ 


ing. That’s when MPs and 
senators, meeting behind 
closed doors, are expected to 
give their stamp of approval 
to the former academic. 

“It’s certainly looking 
that way,” one Ignatieff sup¬ 
porter said last night. 

There’s expectation that 
one of Ignatieff’s rivals, 
New Brunswick MP Do¬ 
minic LeBlanc, would drop 
out of the race, perhaps as 
early as today. 

However, supporters of 
Bob Rae, Ignatieff’s major

rival, are said to be divided 
about their next step and 
whether to cede the leader¬ 
ship to Ignatieff.

Obama vows strong 
financial regulations

President-elect Barack 
Obama said yesterday he 
would put strong new 
financial regulations at 
the centre of his economic 
recovery program to force 
more accountability on 
the banking industry. 

Obama again warned 
that the U.S. economic cri¬ 
sis, which saw the country 
lose more than half a mil¬ 
lion jobs in November 
alone, would worsen be¬ 
fore it gets better. 

“As part of our economic 
recovery package what you 
will see coming out of my 
administration, right at 
the centre, is a strong set 
of financial regulations,” 
Obama said in a taped ap¬ 
pearance on NBC’s Meet 


the Press. 

“Banks, ratings agencies, 
mortgage brokers, a whole 
bunch of folks (will) start 
having to be much more 
accountable and behave 
much more responsibly. 

“We’ve got to have trans¬ 
parency, openness, fair 
dealing in our financial 
markets and that’s an area 
where I think over the last 
eight years we’ve fallen 
short.” 

Obama, who takes office 
on Jan. 20, began outlining 


his economic recovery 
plan Saturday, saying he 
aims to create at least 2.5 
million new jobs by 2011 
and launch the largest U.S. 
infrastructure investment 
since the 1950s. 

Yesterday he did not put 
a price tag on the plan, 
which analysts say could 
cost at least $500 billion 
US. But he acknowledged 
the costs would be “sub¬ 
stantial” and would hike 
the budget deficit at least 
in the short term, reuters

It’s difficult to fathom 
such a large number, but 
consider that one trillion 
seconds is about 32,000 



years!) To top it off, most 
of the details are secret; 
we don’t really know 
what the money is being 
used for — although it 
probably hasn’t stopped 
your retirement savings 
funds from plummet¬ 
ing. 

The effect on 
people in de¬ 
veloping na¬ 
tions is even 
worse. Most 
of them did¬ 
n’t have sav¬ 
ings to begin 
with, and 
now the eco 
nomic cri¬ 
sis, coupled 
with the ef¬ 
fects of the 
climate crisis 
— including 
drought and food short¬ 
ages — is causing more 
of our human family to 
suffer from extreme 
poverty and joblessness.

Just think what we 
could do with $4.1 tril¬ 
lion! 

Instead of giving compa¬ 
nies these huge sums of 


money so they can contin¬ 
ue business as usual, buy¬ 
ing and selling, merging, 
and paying their execu¬ 
tives obscene salaries and 
bonuses, we could put it 
toward renewable energy, 
sustainable urban plan¬ 
ning, and research into 
ways to lessen the impact 
of climate change — 
things that really would 
stimulate economies. 

As citizens, we can and 
must do everything possi¬ 
ble to keep our finite 
world alive and healthy. 
Along with the small but 
important changes we are 
making in our own lives, 
we must also call on our 
leaders to stop downplay¬ 
ing the unequivocal sci¬ 
ence that tells us failing to 
quickly address the cli¬ 
mate crisis will make the 
economic crisis seem like 
a minor blip in history.

Rollie's play making 
things tough for GM 


Dwayne Roloson is as mar¬ 
ketable as any 39-year-old 
puclcstopper can possibly 
be, but do the Edmonton 
Oilers really want to get rid 
of him to solve their three- 
goaltender situation? 

Roloson was stunning 
with 41 saves in Saturday’s 
3-2 overtime win over the 
Sharks in San Jose as the 
Oilers made it three straight 
wins for the first time since 
they won four straight to 
start the season.

Providing a better life, 
one chimp at a time 



Odd Job 


A fter running a suc¬ 
cessful grooming 
business outside 
Montreal for 19 
years, Gloria 
Grow, upon approaching 40 
decided she wanted to do 
more for animals than 
make them look good. 

She and her veterinarian 
husband already owned a 
farm and had begun rescu¬ 
ing rabbits, horses and 
sheep. She got increasingly 
involved in animal rights, 
and heard a speech from Dr. 
Jane Goodall at a confer¬ 
ence; she said there were 
HIV-positive chimpanzees 
living in labs across North 
America who needed 
homes. 

Grow then volunteered to 
work with chimps at the 
University of Washington. “I 
knew then that this was 
what I wanted to do.” 

She discovered a lab in 
New York State that was 
closing. Using her retire¬ 
ment savings, she built a 
10,000 square foot facility 
on her farm in early 2007. 
That fall, 15 chimps arrived; 
some of them had HIV. 

The illness wasn’t a prob¬ 
lem. Chimps can naturally 
fight the disease, and she 
just had to take extra care 
when near their blood or 
waste. More difficult to han¬ 
dle was the chimps’ post-

traumatic stress from life in 
the lab. “When I met them 
in the lab they were trying 
their best to be nice. But 
when I got them here, all 
hell broke lose,” she recalls. 

Chimps, which weight 
around 200 pounds each, 
are veiy strong and can be¬ 
come violent, even if they 
know and like you. Care¬ 
givers have been known to 
lose hands. 

In the early days, Grow 
worked mostly by herself, 
with the help of family 
members, and almost never 
left the farm. Eventually, 
thanks to media coverage 
and several documentaries, 
people started donating to 
the nonprofit she had creat¬ 
ed, the Fauna Foundation, 
and she hired help. 

More than ten years later, 
Grow, now 53, has a staff of

ten and spends just three 
days a week in the chimp 
house. 

These days run from eight 
until five, with most of the 
time spent cooking — 
chimps start their day with 
smoothies and eat large 
quantities of a human-lilce 
vegetarian diet. There’s also 
the cleaning of the cages, 
dealing with injuries and 
taking visitors around. New¬ 
comers have little direct 
contact with the chimps — 
who don’t like strangers and 
can get violent. 

Grow has become veiy 
emotionally connected to 
her charges, six of which 
she’s seen pass away. She 
says some of her older resi¬ 
dents like Tom and Sue 
Ellen feel like old, dear 
friends, while the newer 
chimps — she’s more re¬ 
cently rescued two from 
zoos, and now has a total of 
13 — feel almost like her 
own children.

review Punisher: War Zone 
is the third attempt to bring 
the violent vigilante comic 
book character to the big 
screen, and by this latest ex¬ 
ample, the third time is not 
always the charm. 

For those unschooled in 
the ways of the Punisher, he 
is Frank Castle (Ray Steven¬ 
son of HBO’s Rome), an ex¬ 
marine set on ridding the 
world of corruption after 
the murder of his wife and 
child. 

In War Zone, we catch up 


to the Punisher taking on 
Billy Russoti (Dominic West 
of 300), a devilish crime 
boss who was grossly disfig¬ 
ured at the hands of Castle.

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Saddam’s soap opera

Canada premiered the 
first two hours of House 
Of Saddam last night, half 
of the four-hour minis¬ 
eries dramatizing the 
reign of the late Saddam 
Hussein from his seizure 
of the presidency in 1979 
to his death in 2006. 

Perhaps because it was 
HBO — in association 
with the BBC — who put 
together the project, it’s 
not surprising that the 
majority of the reviews 
have compared the show, 
and Yigal Naor’s perform¬ 
ance as Saddam, to The 
Sopranos, when they 
haven’t been comparing 
it with The Godfather or 
Scarface. 

It’s a thickly curdled 
soap opera, cast with 
everyone from an Israeli 
(Naor), to an Italian-Amer- 
ican (Philip Arditti as 
Uday Hussein, Saddam’s 
psychopath son), and a 
Persian Oscar nominee 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), 
and seemingly every actor 
who’s been seen portray¬ 
ing an Arab in films large 
and small over the past 
decade or so, glimpsed in 
major roles or cameos.

It’s possibly the most 
spoiler-proof film made 
in a generation; even po¬ 
litical shut-ins should 
know the ending of this 
story. 

Four hours gives the di¬ 
rectors and writers be¬ 
hind the series room to 
shoehorn in as much as 
they can, from the open¬ 
ing, with its conspicuous 
parallel to the opening 
wedding party scene in 
the first Godfather film, 
to the King Lear-lilce pas¬ 
sage at the end where 
Saddam wanders through 
American-held Iraq, at¬ 
tended by a loyal servant 
and a little boy and ha¬ 
rassed by ants. 

In this final stretch, the 
film does its best to hu¬ 
manize the Iraqi dictator, 
but after everything 


we’ve seen so far, it actu¬ 
ally feels more disturbing 
than the horror of ambi¬ 
tion and delusion that 
preceded it. There’s a re¬ 
lentless heaviness to the 
whole affair, set largely 
by Naor’s rumbling im¬ 
personation of Saddam, 
which more than a few 
reviewers have compared 
to Darth Vader. 

Most people won’t have 
the stomach to make it to 
the end of all four hours 
(the second half airs next 
Sunday), and opponents 
of the U.S. invasion of 
Iraq won’t find much to 
bolster the alternative 
with the painstaking 
dramatization of every 
bloody convulsion of Sad¬ 
dam’s Stalinesque career. 

The cast can take a 
good deal of credit for 
this — while some re¬ 
viewers were clearly ex¬ 
pecting a Dallas on the 
Euphrates, the perform¬ 
ances of Naor, Arditti and 
Aghdashloo as well as the 
rest of the cast make 
things less lurid than 
vivid.

Chili Beef Pots with 
Cheese 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground beef 
1 large onion, finely chopped 

1 large green or red bell pep¬ 
per, seeded and finely chopped 

2 large garlic cloves, crushed 
1 large can (400 g) chopped 
tomatoes 

2/3 cup (150 mL) beef stock 
1 large can (420 g) red kidney 
beans, drained and rinsed 
1/2 tsp (2 mL) chili powder 
1/2 tsp (2 mL) ground cumin 
1/4 tsp (1 mL) ground 
cinnamon 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper
